TRAFFIC VOLUME UP, NET INCOME DOWN 


(The following is President D. J. Rus- 
sell’s message to Southern Pacific's 
51,424 stockholders, prejacing the Com- 
pany’s Annual Report for 1951.) 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC’S freight vol- 
ume of approximately 40 billion ton- 
miles in 1951 was nearly as Jarge as its 
record volume of 1944, at the peak of the 
war traffic. Passenger-miles were slightly 
more than 24 billions. 

Compared with the trafic in 1950, 
freight volume was 7 per cent greater 
and passenger volume was up 8 per cent. 

At the same time, a new record for 
operating efficiency was made. Gross 
ion-miles per freight train-hour, the key 
index of efficiency of train operation, 
reached an average of 48,384. In 1944, 
the peak traffic year, the average was 
36,301, 


Near-Record Traffic 


With near-record freight traffic, more 
passenger business, and some increases 
in rates and fares, operating revenues in 
1951 were $647,670,995, the largest in 
Southern Pacific's history, and 8 per cent 
more than the revenues in 1950. In this 
respect, it was a highly successful year. 
However, the increases in rates and fares 
were far from sufficient to offset the 
effects of inflation upon operating ex- 
penses. The deficiency in rates and fares 
was partly overcome by -the greater 
efficiency, savings in equipment rents, 
and 3 non-recurring credit in Federal 
taxes on income. P 

The net railway operating income of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
was $56,561,013, 7 per cent less than 
such earnings in the preceding year, and 
amounted to a return of only 3.6 per 
cent on the net investment in transporta- 
tion properties. .The inadequacy of this 
return, especially in'a time of high traffic 


volume, is apparent. It is becoming 
more and more evident that the railroads 
should have greater latitude in pricing 
their services. 4 

The railroads’ record for ingenuity in 
the practice of economy and the con- 
slant improvement of facilities and meth- 
ods is not exceeded in any other field 
of activity. The owners of the railroads, 
however, have not fully benefited from 
these improvements because of the in- 
sufficiency of operating income. 

Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem and Solcly Controlled Affiliates had 
a consolidated net income for 1951 of 
$49,944,893. This was equivalent to 
$11.62 a share on 4,296,403 shares of 
Southern Pacific Company’s capital 
stock outstanding at December 31, 1951. 
In 1950, $13.38 a share was earned on 
the 4,052,117 shares of stock outstand- 
ing at the end of that year. Before Fed- 
eral taxes on income, the earnings 
amounted to $18.89 a share in 1951 and 
$23.42 in 1950, 


Increased Efficiency 


Tn carrying forward Southern Pacific's 
improvement program, capital expendi- 
tures of approximately $374,500,000 
have been made during the past six 
years. The capacity and efficiency of 
the transportation plant have been sub- 
stantially increased by the progressive 
dieselization of motive power, acquisition 
of many thousands of new freight cars, 
installations of Centralized Traffic Con- 
trol, and improvement of freight yards. 

Reconstruction and expansion of yard 
facilities at Roseville, California, includ- 
ing classification tracks equipped with 
electrically controlled car retarders, were 
about one-half complete at the close of 
1951, Similar improvement of Taylor

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Unit of the Los Angeles Yard was com- 
pleted in 1950. 

Another important undertaking au- 
thorized in 1951, and now under way, 
js a new line of railroad, 8.6 miles long, 
in the vicinity of Los Angeles. The line 
will form part of a new 15-mile route 
which will by-pass the busy industrial 
district in Los Angeles, It will relieve 
traffic congestion in Los Angeles and 
insure faster movement of the heavy flow 
of carload traffic between the Sunset 
Route main line and the harbors and- 
adjacent industrial areas. 


In December 1951, after extended ne- 
gotiations, the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company of Mexico sold its physical 
properties to the Mexican Government. 
The sale price was $12,000,000 U. S. 
Currency. 

Industrial expansion in the Western 
and Southwestern regions served by 
Southern Pacific is keeping pace with 
increases in population, More than 550 
new industries served by spur tracks 
were established on System lines in 
1951, an average of one and a half for 
each calendar day.

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“PERFECT SHIPPING MONTH” 


Shippers, Railroads Cooperating in National 
Campaign to Prevent Freight Loss and Damage 


6¢¢-.LAIM Prevention Is Job Reten- 
tion,” FPM&SS slogan for 1952, 
is enough te make every railroader sit 
up and take notice of the continuing 
campaign to transport freight without 
damage. But during April, when the 
National Shippers’ Transportation Ad- 
visory Boards lead the observation of 
“Perfect Shipping Month,” it becomes 
doubly important to be aware of the 
consequences we face when we handle 
freight improperly. For damage to 
freight causes everybody trouble. 


All of Us Lose 

“Think about it in this way,” Len 
Mayrisch, manager of freight protection, 
merchandise and station service says. 
“When we damage a shipment we have 
to pay for it. Even though the shipper 
gets paid for the damage, he’s likely to 
be disturbed over the trouble we've 
caused him. The consignee may lose out 
on a number of sales because his mer- 
chandise arrives damaged. Both the ship- 
per and the consignee are liable to 
decide to have someone else do their 
hauling. Then we not only lose money 
on the claim, but through our own care- 
lessness forfeit any {future chance to do 
business with those firms. It isn’t neces- 
sary to draw a diagram to show what a 
lack of business will do to our jobs. 
That’s why we should strive to handle 
all of our cars carefully, 

“Fortunately,” Mayrisch adds, “we are 
making strides in our battle against 
freight claims.” 

The chart on the. right shows what 
Mayrisch means. During 1951 the Com- 
pany paid out $4,613,929 for freight 
claims. While this is a substantial fig- 
ure, it is much less than we paid in 
1948. ‘The downward curve on the chart

1948 1949 1950 1951 
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is even more impressive when one con- 
siders that most things have increased 
greatly in price over the last three years. 
Therefore, our unit damage record is 
really much Jower than our dollar rec- 
ord indicates. 

Mayrisch docsn’t feel that anyone 
should be satisfied, however. He points 
out that payments for unlocated and 
concealed damage and improper han- 
dling of shipments amounted to $3,497,- 
142 or 72.5 per cent of total freight claim 
payments. While some of the damage 
may have resulted from using cars not 
suitable for the lading, inadequate con- 
tainers or improper loading methods, 
impact register records indicate that 
much of the damage was caused by im: 
prover ear handling. 


“Shippers realize this too,” he says. 
“That’s why their association in its 
‘Perfect Shipping Month’ campaign for 
1952 is placing great emphasis on care- 
ful car handling.” 


Where Success Lies 


Mayrisch points out that SP is spend- 
ing a great deal of money placing into 
service new freight cars, installing new 
yard facilities, improving tracks and all 
other parts of its plant. “But in the 
end,” he says, “it is the men who oper- 
ate this improved plant who contribute 
the most toward taking the damaging 
shocks out of freight transportation.” 

Mayrisch feels that yardmen, trainmen 
and cnginemen are the most important 
individuals in the campaign for careful 
ear handling. The good judgment of 
experienced railroaders engaged in 
switching is the best guarantee of all 
that shipments will reach destination 
without damage. If all cars are coupled 
consistently at less than four miles per 
hour the line on our loss and damage 
chart will keep on going down, to the 
benefit of railroaders and shippers. 


“This April, as well as this summer 
and all the year ’round,” Mayrisch says, 
“let's remember perfect shipping.”

Local Freight Agents Meet 
To Discuss Claim Prevention

IXTY Southern Pacific local freight 

agents and station supervisors from 
Arizona, California, Nevada and Oregon 
gathered March 17-18 at Fresno in the 
interest of further improving the Com- 
pany's freight protection record. 

Sponsored by the Freight Protection, 
Merchandise & Station Service Depart- 
ment, the two-day business, luncheon 
and dinner meetings were devoted to dis- 
cussions of station operations, new 
freight protection techniques, office and 
warehouse operations, waybill handling 
and human relations. 

Business sessions were conducted on 
an “open forum” basis, with a panel of 
speakers leading each discussion, fol- 
lowed by questions, answers and sug- 
gestions from the floor. 

Featured speaker at the dinner meet- 
ing was J. W. Corbett, vice-president in 
charge of operations. He praised the 
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teamwork of the agents and station 
supervisors which he said has helped 
greatly in reducing freight claims on 
our railroad. He noted that rising com- 
modity prices in 1952 (and therefore 
higher damage claims) would require 
even greater efficiency to maintain SP’s 
enviable freight protection record. The 
program thus far has reduced SP freight 
claims to 14.6 cents per 1,000 revenue 
freight ton-miles.

HOW WERE HELPING TO CUT CLAIMS 


CCORDING to A. 0. Smith, car dis- 
tributor, Western Division, people 
who are doing his type of work can 
contribute materially to the campaign 
to reduce freight loss and damage. 


By making certain that car orders 
specify the type of commodities to be 
loaded, the car distributor enables the 
Car Department to select and furnish 
proper cars. This allows rough freight 
cars to be used only for heavy freight 
which is not susceptible to damage. 
First class cars are used only for high 
grade loading. 

The car distributor can also aid the 
campaign against freight claims by im- 
mediately ordering to the shops any 
cars that need numbers repainted. 
IHegible freight car numbers cause de- 
lays since it is dificult to match them 
with waybills. 

Smith, whe has been with SP for 30 
years, believes that almost every job on 
the railroad bears some relation to the 
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campaign against loss and damage. “If 
we all pay close attention to our work 
and follow existing instructions we can 
undoubtedly cut claims a great deal,” 
he says. “We should all try to make 
every month of the year ‘Perfect Ship- 
ping Month’.”

George Blech, who retired as freight 
traffic manager, Los Angeles, in 1948, 
died on March 6. During his 53 years of 
railroading Blech became known in 
trafhe circles throughout the country, 
although most of his service was in 
Southern California. Among the im- 
portant positions he held were indus- 
trial agent, district freight agent, assist- 
ant general freight agent, general freight 
agent and freight traffic manager.

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“Handbook of American Rail- 
roads” is the title of an informative 
book compiled by Robert G. Lewis and 
published by Simmons-Boardman Com- 
pany of New York, furnishing interest- 
ing data about nation’s railroads. The 
author is transportation editor of Rail- 
way Age. In the chapters devoted to 
Southern Pacific and its subsidiaries, 
Lewis states that SP operates the second 
US railway system from point of imile- 
age and “you can ride further on the 
lines of SP without reversing general 
direction than on any other US rail- 
road.” Passengers can travel a distance 
of 3,184 miles on our lines, making the 
entire trip on streamliners, he points 
out,

(GERBER, on the Sacramento Division 
in Northern California, is one of the

Gerber is the terminal junction of the 
Sacramento and Shasta Divisions, serv- 
ing trains enreute north to Portland, 
south to San Francisco and to Los An- 
geles via Stockton, and to eastern cities 
via Roseville and the Overland Route. 
While service at Gerber helps speed 
passengers on their 718-mile journey 
from San Francisco to Portland, the pri- 
mary function is to handle the routing 
of several thousand freight cars a day. 


Lumber, which sometimes runs as high 
as 1000 carloads a day, is the largest 
year-round cargo through Gerber. The 
terminal also has stockyards, where 
cattle are rested and fed, and a PFE 
icing plant capable of making 85 tons of 
ice cach day.

373 PMT drivers. This achievement 
earned them the highest honor a profes- 
sional driver can receive, the National 
Safety Council Safe Driver Award. 

To be eligible for the award a driver 
must not have had a highway accident 
during the entire preceding year. Or 
if he has been involved in an accident, 
it must have been completely beyond 
his prevention. 

Pictured on this page are seven driv- 
ers who have reached and passed 10 
years without having had a preventable 
accident. 

According to C. P. Hottle, PMT vice 
president and general manager, com: 
pany drivers are making impressive 
Safety showing wherever they operate. 

The annual PMT Mile Per Accident 
Contest resulted in three drivers. being 
crowned long distance safe driving 
champions of 1951. Ed Upson of Reno 
drove 82,250 safe miles in the highway 
operation ‘class. Lloyd VanDeLoo of 
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Los Angeles operated 11,700 accident 
free miles in pick-up and delivery serv- 
jee, and CHA Emge 
of Oakland accumu- 
lated 27,500 safe 
miles in suburban 
operation.

Small Error, Large Claim sums 
up a recent report of the AAR which 
showed that an LCL shipment of four 
cases of cigarettes were loaded in 2 
car with three “empty” oi] drums. The 
drums leaked residue oil, the cigarettes 
were saturated, the railroad got a claim 
for $630.72, Happily, claims from this 
cause aren't being presented on SP, 
where all agents are alert to Rule 23, 
FPM&SS Circular 29 which reads, in 
part: “Empty barrels or drums previ- 
ously used for oil or inflammable er 
corrosive liquid must not be accepted 
without all filling and vent holes heing 
securely closed with caps or plugs.” 


The American railroads represent an 
investment of approximately $225,000 
for each mile of road. 


OPERATING EXPENSES SOAR: The expense of operating the Class I railroads 
in 1951 was $974,000,000 greater than it was in 1950—probably the largest 
year-to-year increase in American history—according to preliminary figures 
released by the Association of American Railroads.

And here’s what he says to do: Empty 
peas into a large stewpot, add some salt 


and pepper and a hunk of butter. Put 
it on the stove, turn the heat down low 
and let it heat. While this is going on, 
mix the ground heef, egg (sure you 
take it out of the shell), cracker crumbs, 
and chopped onion and garlic; 1 tea- 
spoon salt and some pepper.

Kern County completed the harvest 
of 319,000 acres of cotton which pro- 
duced 500,000 bales for the 1952-52 
season. A crop of 375,000 to 400,000 
acres is estimated for the 1952-1953 
season, yielding approximately 600,000 
bales, a decided increase. The large 
1951-1952 cotton crop was handled in 
an efficient manner due ‘to assistance of 
PMT and an adequate supply of box 
and stock cars. 


Grape harvest for 1951 season was 
completed during late fall with a con- 
siderable amount of tonnage going 
into storage temporarly due to lack of 
good markets. However, since the first 
of the year, this storage traffic has 
been moving fo Eastern grape markets 
with approximately 2400 cars moving 
from joint track territory. Grape ton- 
nage is harvested from about 22,000 
acres located in Kern County. Some 
of this acreage is loaded at packing 
houses at Jovista and Trocha, in 
Tulare County. 

The 1951 potato acreage amounted to 
35,000 acres in Kern County and the 
estimated 1952 spring potato acreage 
is 40,000 acres. Spring shipping season 
commenced April I and with -the 5,000 
acre increase over last season, an in- 
crease of at Jeast 3,000 cars is antic’ 
pated.
